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Action of the milk producers in de- 
ciding to raise the price of milk to 2 a 
hundred pounds wholesale has not 
onlv brough about a division in their 
ranks, hut has also started a federal 
investigation. 

The producers met Wednesday in the 
Hotel Sherman, Chicago, and despite 
attemps of a number to prevent the 
step, decided to raise the price of milk. 
The increase would bring the cost to 
householders up to 10 cents per quart. 
As a result of the meeting conference 
will be held today between ' Assitant 
District Attorneys Garfield Charles, 
Joseph Flemminar and|Albert L. Hop- 
Kins to decide what actions can be tak- 
en by the federal grand jury against 
the milk "trust," 

The investigation will be conducted

Investigates of the Department of 
Justice have started the work of ob- 
taining evidence against wholesalers, 
• retails, proc ucers or others may be re* 
sponsible for the increased cost of milk 
^and other foods. Their report will be 
dubrnitted to District Attorney James 
H. .Wilkerson today or to morrow when 
'he. returns from Washington. 

Retial milk dealer have joined hand 
with the costuxner to prevent the boost 
' in the price of mik. Many said the 
farmers were entitled to an increase, 
desipto the fact that the price of feed 
for cattle has been raised. 

J, J. Fitzpatrick general superindent 
for the Borden' Condensed Milk Com- 
pany, said the farmers were now receiv- 
ing 4 cents a quart and that this' price 
should remain. 

E. M ; Bowman of Bowman Dairy 
Company declared the farmers were 
. overstepping their limit in raising the 
price to $2 per 100 pounds, 

After 5 the meeting several farmers 
sent word 'to the municipal markets 
commission that they would supply 
miik for 5 cents a quart to the proposed 
public markets. The milk will be sold 
for the same price to comsumers. A. 
F. McLeown of 4621 Ellis ave,Chicago, 
in a letter to Fredrick Rex, ^secretary 
of the commission offered to supply 
' from 600 to 600 quarts daily for 5 cent?. 

This price would mean an increase of 
. i 1 cent a quart to the farmers and -a de- 
crease of a least 3 cents to the consum* 
er.

A Bill to Construct a Bridge 

The following bill introduced by Con- 
gressman Chas. M. Thompson passed 
the house of Representatives on Tues- 
day of this week To authorize Frank 
H.Gardiner to construct a bridge across 
the waters of Pistakee Lake and Nip- 
persink Lake at or near their point of 
intersection. 

Be sit enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembl- 
ed. That Frank H. Gardiner and his 
assigns be, - and they are hereby, auth- 
otized to construct, maintain and oper- 
ate a bridge .and approaches thereto 
across the waters of Pistakee Lake and 
Nippersihk Lake at a point suitable to 
the interests of navigation, at or jnear 
their point of intersection, in the Coun- 
ty of Lake and State'df. Illinois, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the Act 
entitled . "An Act tq regulate the con- 
struction of bridges over 'navigable 
waters," approved March twenty-third, 
N-iutce -.hundred and six. 

The right to alter, amend or repeal 
this Act Is hereby expressly reserved.

Under the terms of this quarantine 
no cattle can be shipped from the five 
counties for dairy or breeding purposes 
unless they are accompanied by a certi- 
ficate showing that they have been sub* 
jected to the tuberculin test and found 
free from disease. These certificates 
must be issued by an employe of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

The necessity for this quarantine, 
which has been recognized by the 
State authorities, arises from the mis- 
use on the part of a limited number of 
cattle owners and shippers of the priv- 
ilege of inspection by private veterinar- 
ians. In some cases it has been found 
that health certificates have been issu- 
ed for cattle which v were obviously dis- 
eased. As a. result twelve States now

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London, Sopt. 1. — The allies' lines 
hnvo been driven further toward Paris, 
and^a great battle la now being fought 
between 'the French and Germans 
eouth of the River Mouse, between 
that stream and the city of Bethel. 

At tho Bame time Great Britain Is 
pouring a second expeditionary force 
acrosH tho channel. British troops In 
great numbers are landing at Oatend 
and leaving immediately for the south 
to fall upon tho slightly defeated rear 
right flank of the Germans. They also 
will co-operate with the Belgians, who 
are making sorties out of Antwerp. 

France is leveling all houses before 
tho outer rim of Paris forts, and as 
the city prepares for a siege, official* 
dom discusses the project of moving 
tho capital to Bordeaux. France is 
raising another army of 600.000 men. 

French Win In the Vosges. 

Admissions that the Germans have 
advanced further toward the capital 
in tho north of Franco are contained 
in an official statement of tho French 
war office, made public. This state- 
ment claims Important victories in the 
Vosges region and declares a battle is 
being fought by tho armies advancing 
across the Mouse and the defending 
forces there. 

Tho great battle, the flrat to bo 
fought Inside the French frontier, la 
now raging along a frtmt of 100 
miles, from Monthermo. between 
Charlevllle and Gl'pet, to Vlllers in the 
department of Somme, In the north- 
west. 

It is officially admlttod by tho 
Paris war offlco that the left of tho 
allied line has been steadily pushed 
back, and there is fighting reported 
at Le Fere, only GO miles from Paris. 

Germans Renew Their Attack. 

Tho Germans renewed the battle 
In the morning before ten o'clock, 
rushing fresh troops instead of those 
battered so heavily in the Belgium 
campaign, and trying their favorite 
tactics of attacking in force and at 
the same timo turning tho right flank. 
No news Is available as to the result. 

Tho following official statement was 
Issued by the war office: 

"The situation as a whole -Is as 
follows: 

"1. Tho Vosgos and Lorraine. — It 
will be recalled that our forces, who 
had taken the offensive In the 
Vosgos and in Lorraine at the begin- 
ning of operations, and who drove the 
enemy back beyond our frontiers, re- 
ceived serious checks before Qarre- 
bourg and in tho region of Morhange, 
where they came in contact with 
strongly defended positions. .These 
troops wore forced to fall back to re- 
form themselves, ono body on the 
great crown of 'Nancy and the other in 
tho French Vosges. Tho Germans 
thereupon took tho offensive. Our 
troops having succosfully defended 
themselves, have v now- resumed tho 
offensive. Our attack has now been 
In progress for two days. The en- 
gagement Is proceeding slowly, as it 
partakes of the nature of a siege. Tho 
character of the fighting explains tho 
slowness of our advance, which is 
nevertheless characterized daily by 
row local succosaea.' • 

(Tho Gorman war office admits a 
setback in the Voages.) 

"2. In the Vicfnlty of Nancy and 
"Woovre. — Since tho beginning of tho 
campaign UiIb flold/corapdaed between 
the cities of Metz on the German side 
and Verdun 'and Toul on the French 
side, has not been the theater of any 
Important operations. 

."3. Along the 'Mouse, Between Ver- 
dun and Mezleres.—It will bo recalled 
that the French forces took the Initi- 
ative In the direction of Longwy, Neuf- 
chateau and Pallseul. The troops op- 
erating neur Allncourt^ and Longwy 
wore chocked by the enemy, led by the 
crown prince. In the vicinity of Neuf- 
chateau and Pallseul certain of our 
troops experienced partial checks 
which forced them to fall back upon 
the Mouse, without, however, suffering 
any serious injury. This backward 
movement forced tho troops operating 



about "Splncourt also to retreat to the 
Mouse. In tho last fow days the enemy 
linn sought to cross the MetTRe with 
considerable forces, but by a vigorous 
counter offensive ho has been thrown 
back Into tho river after suffering 
great loss. Nevertheless, new German 
forcoa have advanced near Rocroy, 
marching toward Rothol, whero nt 
present nlgenrnl battle le being fought 
botween the Mouso and Itethcl, tho 
outcome of which cannot bo foreseen, 
"4. Operations In tho North.— Tho 
Franco-English forces moved first into 
the vicinity of DInant, % ChnrIorol and 
Mons. Partial checks experienced by 
tho forcoB of the Meuae, near Glvot, 
obliged our troops to fall back, tho 
Germans seeking continually to come 
upon us from tho west. In these con- 
ditions our English allies, attacked by 
an enemy greatly superior In number, 
near Cnlua and Cambria, had to retire 
toward the south, while our forces 
wero operating to Avenues d'Adesncs 
and Chlmny. The retreat was pro- 
longed through tho following day. A 
general battle was fought near St. 
Quentln and Vefylns, at tho same time 
that another" battle was fought near 
Porrone. This battle was marked by 
an Important success for ue upon our 
right, where wc v drovo the Prussian 
guards and the Tenth army corps Into 
tho River Oiso. On tho other hand, be- 
cause of the progress of tho t German 
right wing, where bur adversaries had 
placed their best corps, wo wero 
obliged to make another mevement of 
retreat. To resume: On tho right, 
after having experienced partial 
checks, we have taken tho offensive 
and the enomy le falling back befor.e 
us; at tho center we have experienced 
alternative checks and successes, but 
a general battle is now under way; on 
our left, by a series of circumstances, 
which turned In favor of the Germans, 
and despite lucky counter attacks the 
Anglo-French forces were obliged to 
yield ground. Everywhere, in splto of 
incontestable checks, our armies re- 
main intact. The moral condition of 
the troops continues excellent in splto 
of considerable losses, which are be- 
ing rapidly filled from regimental do- 
pots." 

The statement that a battle Is being 
fought between the Meuse river and 
Bethel shows a still further falling 
back on Paris of the allied troops, a 
further ehortenlng of their line, and 
another forward step by the German 
host 

Says British Are Cut Off. 

Again the German war office issued 
a bulletin in which it claims that tho 
British are now cut off. The bulletin 
was received hero through The Hague. 
It declares that a strong German col- 
umn Is now Interposed between the 
British field array and the cities where 
their re-enforcements have been land- 
ed, and that the British must now re- 
ceive supplies by another and longer 
route. It Is freely predicted that Paris 
will bo In the hands of the kaiser's 
men In a few days more. 

"Take Paris or die!" are the orders 
of Kaiser Wllhelra, known to every 
soldier In the German army, says tho 
London Times correapondent at Oa- 
tend; quoting at second-hand a Ger- 
man officer at Brussels. 

"Our army la making a frantic ef- 
fort to crush the allies, especially the 
British troops." said this officer. "Wo 
have achieved wonderful success, but 
there is'a feeling among the troops 
that we aro pitted against too heavy 
odds/' 

Two rallllona of volunteer have pre- 
sented themselves for service. 

Civilians by thousands are leaving 
Paris. This Is not opposed, for tho 
fewer remain the smaller tho strain 
on the commissary If tlie city Is to 
bo surrounded by the Germans. But 
it Is not in a spirit of panic that the 
people are leaving. They recognize 
the necessity and are making the 
most of it. 

British Hold Back Germans. 

Tho home government is greatly 
pleased with tho reports of the army's 
behavior In the recent campaign. They 
aro told, to the lasting honor of the 
British arms, that 70,000 British sol- 
diers held back 200,000 Gorman troops, 
who assaulted them vigorously and 
time after time charged and broke 
through tho line. But the British 
never wavered and held fast to their 
position till French reinforcements 
came to their aid, when, still fighting 
savagely, they retired to the place as- 
signed them in the now line. 

Tho dispatch repeatedly sent out 
from Berlin that tho whole British 
army was cut off and surrounded has 
not been confirmed from any source. 
Every report la that no purt of the al- 
lied army hns ever been cut off. In- 
stead, the tactics .of -the allies have 
been to hold u position until .over- 
whelmed by numbers and then with- 
draw to unother position, chosen be- 
forehand. This Is an exceedingly diffi- 
cult operation, and If tho troopB should 
break would prove disastrous In the. 
extremo, but not once has the line wa- 
vered. 

Germans Abandon Towns. 

London, Sopt. 1. — An Exchange tele- 
gram from Antwerp says tho enomy 
has abandoned tho region north of 
Morchtem' and Vilvordo, about ten 
miles north of Brussels, and also tho 
towns of Huydenburg, Tremolem and 
Haecht, in the same vicinity. At Aers- 
chot the Germans are constructing In- 
trenchmontB, which appear to repre- 
sent their position, for they were fall- 
ing back upon them in the afternoon. 
Violent cannonading was heard nine 
miles louth of .Antwerp.

Kansas City gains the attention of 
the New York Evening Post and is 
given live inches of Bpace in that ad- 
mirable newspaper by reason of In- 
creasing the capacity of a grain ele- 
vator there. The Evening Post says: 
"When the additions and alterations 
to Its huge grain elevator at Kansas 
City now under way are completed the 
Missouri Pacific-Iron Mountain rail- 
road will have one of the largest 
plants of its kind in the world." 

The present capacity of the Kansas 
City product is one million bushels. 
When It gains its promised stature 
and becomes "one of the largest in 
the world" It will have a capacity of 
2,133,000 bushels. 

At the mention of grain elevators 
the twin ports at the head of the lakes 
prick up their ears and take notice. 
The name of Lloyd-George at a Tory 
garden party, or of President Wilson 
at a bankers' convention catches at- 
tention no quicker than the word "ele- 
vator" In the hearing of a Port Arthur- 
Fort William man. Toronto prides 
itself on its churchee; Pittsburgh 
specializes on millionaires; Chicago 
has its pork and Boston its pork and 
beans — as for us, we rise to fame on 
the bins of our elevators, and he who 
says "one of the largest" about any 
old two-mllllon-bushel outfit in Mis- 
souri must withdraw the statement or 
name the place and weapons. 

If the Evening Post had said "one 
of the largest in Missouri," or in the 
general but expressive American 
phrase had Bald "some elevator," we 
■wouldn't have minded It so much, but 
-when It describes this stunted Mis- 
souri receptacle as "ono of the largest 
grain elevators In the world" then it 
is time to kick. Why, two-mllllon- 
bushel elevators are so common here- 
abouts that the secretary of tho board 
of trado does not point them out to 
distinguished visitors. Nothing could 
show clearer than that what wo think 
of two-mllllon-bushel elevators. 

When wo have pointed to the 9,500,- 
000-bushel C. N. It. elevator and tho 
7,800,000-bushel C. P. R. elevator and 
the 6,500,000-bushel G. T. P. elevator; 
then to the 3,600,000-bushel Dominion 
Government elovator which is only 
the first unit of what Is to be a 30- 
, million-bushel plant, by that time the 
air is so full of millions that tho 
listener would be annoyed if we both- 
ered him with mention of a mere two- 
mllllon-bushel affair. So we just lump 
the balance together and describe tho 
grand total of 45-mIUIon-bushel capac- 
ity already standing at tho head of 
tho lakes. 

Upon tho basis upon which Kansas 
City got five Inches of space in the 
Evening Post wo claim a complimen- 
tary wrlteup of at least three columns 
and In tho article we would state that 
in one respect we are like Kansas 
City — when it Is a question of big ele- 
vators we also are from, Missouri. 



New York, Sept. 1.— Count Johann 
von Bernstorff, the German ambassa- 
dor, after surveying the European sit- 
uation as revealed in the day's news 
and in dispatches from Berlin by way 
of Sayville, L. I., today, gave an in- 
terview which shows that he believes 
the crisis for Germany is past. 

The aims of the general staff are 
attained. France is defeated and the 
battle ground in western Europe is in 
such a condition that Germany can 
now recall great numbers of troops to 
meet the Russian invasion, according 
to Count von BernBtorff's belief. A 
resume of the ambassador's views fol- 
low : 

The war is won. The coalition has 
been defeated in western Europe. Ger- 
man defeat on land is now out of the 
question. 

The aims of the German general 
staff have been attained. The al- 
lies have been so badly and bo sud- 
denly worsted that Germany Is free 
to withdraw, as she has begun to do. 
great numbers of men to ward off the 
Russian invasion. 

The defeat on the seas is acknowl- 
edged with the proviso that tho defeat 
was to be expected, since tlie German 
navy has always been meant simply to 
defend the coast line, and that If the 
English assumed the growing German 
navy was meant for any other purpose 
they labored under a sadly mythical 
conception. 

Germany did not begin the war. She 
did not want the war. She Is ready for 
peace at any moment. 

Germany's victory means a great ad- 
vance of democracy in the empire. The 
nation can never forget how the whole 
people robe as one man against an un- 
just attack, nor how the leader of the 
Socialists made a speech amid the wild 
cheers of the- Conservative party, 
which stood up to a man, waving their 
handkerchiefs at him. 

In the matter of the policy of Ger- 
man warfare the ambassador made it 
clear that Germany will stand for the 
most effective use of bombs dropping 
from midair and the use of her most 
modern appliances, London being as 
much subject to attack by Zeppelins as 
Paris and Antwerp. No further notifi- 
cation to bombard from midair is nec- 
essary, the ambassador holds, than the 
declaration of war. Non-belligerents, 
he says, should get out of danger by 
removing themselves from threatened 
cities or take the consequences. 



General Funston Wires 'State Depart- 
ment That Order May Seriously 
Affect Food Supply. 

Washington, Sept. 1.— Brigadier 
General Funston has reported to 
Washington that Provisional President 
Carranza has ordered the port of Vera 
Cruz closed. This will have a serious 
effect on the city's food supply. 

This new move by' Carranza Is ex- 
pected to cause further complications 
in the situation between the United 
States and Mexico. ' — 

One of Cnrranza's first acts was to 
cut off the lino of communication be- 
tween Vera Cruz and Mexico City. He 
refused to allow any trains to pass 
over the railroad between the two 
cities and ordered the telegraph wires 
cut, according to the information re- 
ceived. 

The protest sent to him by messen- 
ger by Brigadier General Funston was 
unheeded. It was not until Brigadier 
General Funston ordered that all the 
railroad equipment at Vera Cruz, orl 
within the American zone of influence, 
should be confiscated that Carranza 
permitted the resumption of traffic be- 
tween the two cities.

England, France and Germany Be- 
stow These Testimonials of Deeda 
of Daring Performed by Of- 
ficers or Privates. 

By EDWARD B.- CLARK. 

Washington. — Some of the soldiers 
of England, France and Germany In 
tho present war unquestionably will 
win the crosses of honor which are the 
moBt coveted decorations which gov- 
ernments give for acts of conspicuous 
personal gallantry In tho face of the 
enemy. 

To Americans perhaps the French 
Cross of the Legion of Honor and the 
Victoria Gross of England are more 
familiarly known than are the decora- 
tions given by Germany. In tho United 
States we have the Congressional 
Medal of Honor which 1b given by con- 



gress for Individual deeds of daring 
in the field. The Intrinsic value of any 
of these badges la about ono cent, and 
yet for tho privilege of wearing them 
soldiers seem always ready to tread 
Gray's "paths of glory." 

The French decoration was first 
granted under Napoleon In tho early 
part of tho present century; the Vic- 
toria Cross was Instituted during the 
Crimean war and tho American medal 
of honor was first Btruck off to reward 
acts of heroism performed during the 
Civil war. The French cross may be 
won by civilians; the English and 
American crosses are pinned only upon 
tho breasts of soldiers and eallorB. In 
the armies of all three nations officer 
and private, peasant and prince, have 
equal chances of wearing that which 
nothing but attested bravery can buy. 

Tho first Victoria CrosB granted for 
bravery In the South African war was 
given to Col. Ian Hamilton of the Gor- 
don Highlanders for conspicuous gal- 
lantry at the battle of Elondsloagte. 

A perusal of the Gazette list which 
tells something of tho deeds for which 
the Victoria Cross has been awarded 
shows that fully one-half of the moBt 
striking exhibitions of heroism have 




been shown by men whope^ skoulof 
bore no Insignia of rank/ One English 
publication states that with perhaps 
ono exception the bravest thing ever 
done by a British soldier was tho act 
of a drummer boy. 

That drummer boy, if living, Is now 
a man seventy-two years old, and for 
57 years of that time he has been wear- 
ing tho Victoria Cross, and has had 
tho right to wrlto V. C. after hla name. 
This boy In tho year 1857, amid a 
Bhower of shot and shells, fastened 
bags of gunpowder on the gates of 
Delhi. Ho carried death In his arms 
that day and met It In other forms all 
along his way. Others helped him and 
woro killed; he lived and wore the 
cross. 

It was another British drummer boy 
who, while acting as a field bugler for 
Lord Napier of Magdala In tho Abys- 
sinian war, left the general's sldo and 
dashed first Into tho stronghold of 
"Theodore tho Tyrant" 
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When It Mattered. 

He — If you refuse me, I shall never 
love anyone else as long as I live.
